Veterans seek WWII memorial

three rectangular granite blocks. 

Cole is among those who 
want to the monument built near 
the northwest entrance at the 
corner of Chestnut and Bartlet 
streets, near a tree he remembers 
climbing as a boy. 

His vision includes making 
the Park a World War II memor- 
ial and renaming it something 
such as World War II Memorial 
Park. “I felt like World War II 
needed something big and beau- 
tiful,” said Cole. 

The selectmen decided to 
address only the monument 
issue on Monday, and approved 
the idea of building a monument 
somewhere in town. The loca- 


tion of this monument, and the 
naming of the Park will be dis- 
cussed at future meetings. 

Veterans have said World 
War II lacks a memorial in town. 
Selectman John Hess noted the 
bridge on River Road and the 
Memorial Circle housing com- 
plex are memorials for World 
War II. 

“We took that because it was 
available,” said Doherty, about 
the bridge. 

Doherty said the bridge is in 
a remote location and easily 
goes unnoticed as a memorial. 

“The youngest World War II 
veteran is 75,” he said, adding 
he wants to have the memorial 
created while the veterans are 
still alive to appreciate it. 

“[T have already received 
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pledges of over $20,000,” 
Doherty said, assuring the 
selectmen no town funding 
would be needed to support the 
project. 

Hess stopped the selectmen 
short of a vote to agree to place 
the monument in the Park. 

“I actually think it’s a little 
premature to designate the spot,” 
said Hess. “I would rather have 
a little bit more time for feed- 
back.” 

Alex Hanna, 18, of 22 Timo- 
thy Drive, attended the meeting 
to voice some of his concerns. 

“I have been able to utilize 
that park many of times,” Hanna 
told the selectmen. “I guess I’m 
concerned with the size of the 
monument and moving the can- 
non.” 

Hanna said the northeast cor- 
ner of the park has a great 
amount of open space, great for 
things such as throwing a fris- 
bee, and he doesn’t want to see 
that opportunity lost. 

The selectmen decided not to 
discuss the Park’s name, but 
Hannah said prior to the meeting 
that he has some concerns about 
possible names. 

“I have no problem with it 
being named,” he said. “I actual- 
ly think it’s a really good idea.” 
According to Hanna, he dis- 
agrees with using the word 
“war” as part of the name. 

“I'm strongly against it being 
named World War II Park,” he 
said. “It might seem like this is a 
place where veterans go to 
remember veterans.” 

Hanna said he frequents the 
park for a game of frisbee or to 
talk with friends. He said he 
does not want the park to lose 
the inviting feel it has with resi- 
dents, some of whom may be 
turned off by a name. 

“Is that something that will 
be looked down upon?” Hanna 
wonders. “I am concerned about 
how it will affect young families 
in the future.” 

He said he would like to see a 
“neutral” name like “Freedom 
Park” or “Liberty Park.” 

“That’s all on the table,” said 
Doherty. “My sense is, no mat- 
ter what it’s named, it’s going to 
be called ‘the Park.”

Salafia points out state-level 
boards don’t require full atten- 
dance, but, at the municipal 
level, a member who misses one 
meeting can not vote on any 
issue discussed in part at that 
meeting. 

“IT live here. I work here, so 
it’s easy for me,” said Salafia, 
who has only missed one meet- 
ing in his three years serving as 
board chairman. He missed that 
meeting because a plane was 
delayed. 

“The worst part is when 
someone leaves the board,” said 
Salafia. 

Salafia said that if member 
Susan Alvovisetti had not con- 
tinued to serve on the board 
beyond her term, the board 
would not have had enough eli- 
gible voters to handle some 
issues.

hasn’t just lost a business, The 
town has lost a great friend.” 

Susan Big, also of School 
Street, echoed that sentiment, 
saying Zappala’s old-fashioned 
business attitude, where the 
customer comes first, was 
friendly and caring. It kept her 
a customer since the store 
opened in 1992. 

“Even when it was frantic in 
there, he would help me find a 
video. It was easy to do busi- 
ness with him,” she said. 

“No one knows me down- 
town,” she added. “With Bill, it 
was a different kind of inter- 
change. You just didn’t go in 
and come out as you do in 
other businesses. He knew my 
name...I think his death has 
definitely changed the charac- 
ter downtown. There aren’t 
many like him.” 

Zappala, who lived in Lynn- 
field, was also extremely well 
known in local civic cirties as 
he gave generously to numer- 
ous town fundraisers. Caruso 
said he typically donated 250 
tickets for free videos to the 
Rotary and Service Club auc- 
tions. 

“J remember going in there 
with my auction posters for the 
Bancroft and Shawsheen 
schools and he welcomed me. 
Many other places are not so 
welcoming,” said Selectman 
Mary Lyman, a mother of three 
boys who was also a long-time 
customer. “There was a home- 
town feeling he represented 
and it’s what Andover hopes to 
have the town feel like.” 

Her boys remember Zappala 
so well that a recent family din- 
ner included a moment of 
silence to remember him. 

“He was so wonderful to my 
| kids,” she said, a feeling 
expressed by many local moms 
with kids of all ages, including 
| Cornelia Beliveau of Lavender 
Hill Lane. Her sons, Tony and 
Michael, worked for Zappala 
for almost six years. Now, they 
are both attending Berklee 
School of Music in Boston. 

“He was flexible and under- 
standing about my sons’ activi- 
ties,” she said. “I don’t know of 
another employer who would 
have been quite so flexible and 
given my sons the chance to do 
all their activities.” 

Zappala held jobs for col- 
lege kids when they returned to 
Andover on break and never 
complained when someone had 
too much homework and need- 
ed to cut back on work hours. 

“Andover Video was a sec- 
ond home for my boys and he 
was a good employer,” Mrs. 
Beliveau said.

Bill Zappala’s widow, 
Karen Zappala, remembered 
how her husband searched for 
the right place to open a fami- 
ly-oriented, independent video 
store back in 1992. He was an 
avid movie buff recently retired 
as the general manager of the 
former The Ship restaurant in 
Lynnfield, where he worked for 
25 years. 

“Even though Andover was 
a little further from home than 
we were planning to go, Bill 
had always admired the town, 
sO we came to see it and never 
looked back. Andover is a very 
unique place and other loca- 
tions we considered paled in 
comparison... as luck would 
have it ‘Young Fashions’ at 
Olde Andover Village was 
closing and we made a deal to 
lease their spot immediately,” 
she said. 

“My husband and I worked 
together for the first two years 
and Bill took over completely 
after our youngest daughter 
was born. He was committed 
to his business, and his clien- 
tele was left with little doubt of 
this. Bill knew them by name, 
knew their children, and their 
taste in movies. He considered 
many to be not only customers, 
but friends. 

“When he became ill, and 
people began to notice his 
absence in the store, the out- 
pouring of cards and gifts let 
him know that his feelings 
were reciprocated. His family 
will always be grateful to the 
people of Andover for being 
part of such an important chap- 
ter in his life,” she said. 

In addition to his wife, Zap- 
pala also leaves children, Kim- 
berly Burke and her husband, 
Thomas, Brittany Zappala and 
Alex Zappala, all of Lynnfield; 
several siblings; his step-moth- 
er; and six grandchildren.

Former worker reflects on Bill Zappala’s passing 


Bill Zappala gave me my first 
job in the movie business. 
Andover Video opened its doors 
during October 1992. I believe 
that day also happened to be my 
13th birthday. 

In the weeks prior to its open- 
ing, | would ride my bike the 
short distance from Doherty 
Middle School to its space on 
the south end of Main Street. I 
would peek in the window from 
time to time, checking up on the 
progress of the renovation.

Cleaning the shelves, putting 
movies away, washing the win- 
dows, the lot.

typed up for me. All through 
high school and on holiday 
breaks from college, I worked as 
a clerk and eventually an assis- 
tant manger at the store. 

Andover Video was a second 
home to me. I have never known 
anyone like Bill, who treated his 
employees like family.

I was there for many a 
Halloween when Bill made sure 
to have candy at the ready for all 
the children who stopped in. I 
was there to see all of our regu- 
lar customers year after year — 
watching their children grow up, 
hearing stories of their travels, 
making sure Bill saw all the 
gifts they were so good to bring 
him at the end of the year. 

I have never seen anyone so 
adored by his customers. And it 
always surprised him when they 
remembered him at the holi- 
days. He didn’t seem to want to 
believe that he was so well- 
liked. In fact, if he knew that I 
was spending time writing about 
him he’d probably shoot me a 
self-deprecating comment and 
tell me to go have a glass of 
wine, not to worry about him. 

One such regular once asked 
Bill how long I worked at 
Andover Video. His reply: “JP? 
He grew up here!” And it was 
true. To this day I have such 
pride in that. 

My hometown has lost a 
great man and a great soul. He 
was the type of man who 
brought color and charisma to 
Andover. I know that he will be 
sorely missed, but I consider 
myself to be one of the luckiest 
people around for having known 
him. 

So now I think I will go and 
have that glass of wine.

The communities have learned a lot of lessons and the new 
service agreement reflects the lessons learned,” said 
Worster. Selectmen first heard details of the Wheelabra- 
tor's offer in February, and the company set a June 30 
deadline for towns to accept the new contract. While 
Petkus said he was required to bring the contract to select- 
men for official approval, he acknowledged it was already 
a done deal. 


"The date to commit the tonnage has already passed," | 


he said before the recent meeting. "We committed to that." 

Worster said he expects all NESWC towns to finalize 
their decisions with official votes by the end of August. 

A group of town officials is looking into the possibility 
of a pay-as-you-throw trash program, which would raise 
money for the town by assessing an additional fee for 
waste disposal instead of paying for it out of property 
taxes. Because such plans often charge residents according 
to the number of bags or barrels of trash, they tend to 
encourage recycling, for which there is no fee. 

Under Andover's current, high-cost trash contract, recy- 
cling also saves the town money by reducing the tonnage 
sent to the Wheelabrator incinerator. 


After learning one of his stores 
could not stay at its current Main 
Street location, Frank Pino, owner 
of all four Dunkin’ Donuts in 
town, had said he hoped to move 
his 96/4 Main St. store “a stone’s 
throw away.”

Pino claimed he did not find out 
about this until his lease had 
almost expired in April. According 


until Sept. 15. Pino has been look- k= 


ing actively for a new location for 
months. In May, he said he was 
actively pursuing a location on 
Main Street, but he would not dis- 
close the exact site. 

“We couldn’t have asked for it 
to be any closer,” said Pino, noting 
that keeping loyal clientele is 
important. He said it will be easy 
for current customers to find the 
store. 

“We'll kick it off with some 
heavy advertising,” he said. “We'll 
have a bright new image.” 

If the Hadads open their coffee 
shop, as planned, it would mean 
eye-to-eye competition over who 
can brew a better pot. 

“Tm not at all concerned about 
it,” said Pino. “I’m sure we'll con- 
tinue to capture our group. Hope- 
fully the Hadads will find their 
niche and their people to survive.”

Leaving it for someone else 


As anyone who has seen 
the paper fort I call my 
desk will agree, I am not a 
neat freak. But it bothers 
me when I see someone 
chuck a can of cola on the 
sidewalk. Call me high and 
mighty, but I don’t see why 
Larry McLitter can’t walk 
the extra 20 feet to a 
garbage can.

This same attitude is at 
work up at the leaf dump on 
High Plain Road. With regularity, the gates to the 
park are blocked by bags of leaves and grass clip- 
pings, even though there are signs telling people 
exactly where they should leave their clippings 

Last Sunday, the line of leaves blocking the 
entrance was worse than usual, says Pat Getz, a 
Juniper Road resident who drops her clippings 
there weekly, and picks up free compost to

enough to warrant a picture (see below). “I was 
just shocked. I'd seen some dumping there before, 
but nothing like I saw Sunday,” said Getz. 
Warren Kearn, of High Plain Road, spent five 
years policing the dump. As part of the senior 
voucher program, he made sure people obeyed 
the rules. He stopped that job recently and has

seen the dump get worse. “I was brought up here 
in West Andover and that was our stomping 
ground. We used to right horses up there. Now...” 
said Kearn his voice trailing off. “Now, it just 
hurts me to see what's happening. 

“I think some people figure they’re paying so 
much in taxes they can do whatever they want.” 

He believes the town should open the dump in 
the afternoon and early evening rather than in the 
morning, because that’s when people have time to 
go. He says having the dump monitored during 
later hours will also help stop the illegal dumping 
problem. 

Of course the easiest solution is if we all just 
agree to walk the extra few feet to drop off our 
leaves and grass. Dragging a bag a few extra feet 
and emptying it isn’t a difficult chore. Or it 
shouldn’t be. 

But two weeks ago, Getz says she was at the 
dump when a man drove up with a car full of clip- 
pings. On the gates to the park is a sign that says, 
in big block letters, DO NOT BLOCK GATES 
AND ENTRIES WITH LEAVES. 

“He starts dumping it right in front of the 
sign,” said Getz. Getz politely told the man that 
what he was doing was illegal. “He said, ‘Oh, I 
didn’t know. And he’s right in front of the sign!” 
she laughs. “I don’t know this man, but he had a 
very nice car. I’m sure he can read the sign.

Another rat, Lady Gray, had 
11 in her litter almost three 
weeks ago and as of this week, 
six of them had homes. Thomas 
makes owners wait until a baby 
rat is weaned before she lets 
them go. That happens around 
five weeks. 

“People want them,” said 
Thomas. “They are domesticat- 
ed, clean pets and so cuddly. 
Families with teens, especially, 
like them.” 

Owners pay Thomas $20 for 
a rat; $30 for two and $40 for a 
trio.

New management, same tree

Neighbors of Brickstone 
Square on York Street have been 
worried ever since they heard 
the office complex was getting a 
new building manager. 

Their chief concern: a change 
in management would mean the 
end of the tree lighting and 
Santa’s Village held at the 
square each December, an event 
that attracts thousands of people. 

Brickstone Properties Presi- 
dent Martin Spagat said yester- 
day that residents need not fret. 

He said the 13-year-old tradi- 
tion of placing a giant, 100-foot 
tree in the square’s parking lot 
will continue this year. 

“Everything is still the same,” 
he said. “It’s a big part of the 
community, and if we wanted to 
we couldn't stop it.” Mark 
Donohoe of Riverside Land- 
scaping will repeat his annual 
task of finding a tree somewhere 
in the Andover area, asking the 
owner to let him cut it down, 
hauling the massive trunk to the 
square and setting it up with 
decorations, Spagat said. Dono- 
hoe could not be reached for 
comment on Tuesday. 

Spagat also quashed rumors 
that he had sold his ownership 
stake in Brickstone Square, say- 
ing that only the management 
has changed. Spagat redevel- 
oped the former mill building 
and his company, Brickstone 
Properties, managed it until this 
March, when Chicago-based 
mall operator Urban Commer- 
cial took over, he said. 

“We just thought we'd try 
something new, and we brought 
them in,” Spagat said. 

Brickstone Properties had 
offices in the square but gave 
them up as well and moved to 
Minuteman Park, an office park 
off River Road that Spagat also 
developed.

Christopher G. Smith, a School 
Committee member and York 
Street resident. “I’m fearful that 


our Street is going to lose some 


of the character we've had for 


years,’ said Smith. “I’m hoping 
that the new management com- 
pany is able to follow the great 
examples set forth by Marty 
Spagat and Riverside Landscap- 
ing. 

“The children certainly 
appreciate the fantastic celebra- 
tion.” he added. “It was billed as 


the world’s biggest Christmas 
tree. Who wouldn’t be in favor 
of a Christmas tree?” 

Urban Commercial is a divi- 
sion of Urban Retail Properties 
Co., the nation’s largest third- 
party retail manager, according 
to a company press release. The 
parent company manages and 
leases 40 million square feet in 
24 states and Washington, D.C. 
It is in charge of leasing at the 
Gallery at Copley Place in 
Boston. 
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Though some residents feared a change to Brickstone Square 
might mean the end of a widely popular Christmastime offer- 
ing at the site, its owner assures people that will not happen.

NEW TEXTBOOKS

Teachers and students are 
lamenting the loss of business and 
technology courses at Andover 
High School that will not be offered 
in September. Principal Peter 
Anderson said, in making cuts, he 
chose not to touch “core academic” 
courses such as those taught in the 
English, math, science and social 
studies departments 

But the courses deleted will have 
an impact, say teachers and students 

not just because of what was lost, 
but because of what students will do 
with their time instead. Many will 
be placed in study halls instead, 
though Anderson is working on a 
number of study-hall alternatives 
such as school-hour internships or 
community-service programs 

The school’s business and tech- 
nology department lost five teachers 
at the end of the last school year, 
shrinking from seven to two, said 
applied technology teacher Ken Pel- 
lerin. With the teacher loss, a host 
of business, law, computer and mar- 
keting courses were eliminated. 

It upset graduating senior Kristi- 
na Araujo. She took two marketing 
classes with long-time teacher Jo 
Ann Samra and will attend Villano- 
va University this fall to pursue a 
degree business. “I think it made 
(Andover High School) unique,” 
said Araujo 

Araujo said the classes allowed students to 
get into real-life business situations. She inter- 
viewed Andover business owners and said 
local businessmen and women spoke to her 
class and made themselves available to the 
students, “I think it’s sad that (the classes) are 
gone,” she said. 

Lauren Murray is another graduate who 
got her taste for the business sector in Samra’s 
marketing courses. She will attend George 
Washington University in the fall for eco- 
nomics or marketing. “What I learned and 
took from it was plenty and it’s a big passion 
of mine,” said Murray. 

Samra also brought students to a yearly 
marketing competition, named for the Distrib- 
utive Education Club of America. This year 
nine students qualified for the national level of 
competition at DECA. Samra said last year 40 
students met with her for 10 night classes to

The eliminated course taught students how 
to recognize physical and emotional relation- 
ship abuse. It also had sections on CPR and 
emergency procedures and had a self-defense 
element. 

The physical education department lost 
one full-time teacher and a part-time dance 
instructor, said Nichols, who also oversees the 
physical education department. Dance will no 
Jonger be an elective and students will now 
need three years of physical education instead 
of four.

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7 out of 10 rating for The Spiderwick Chronicles

A new math curriculum that cuts advanced 
math classes for seventh-graders was approved 
Tuesday night by the School Committee. But 
future decisions may be made with more parental 
input. 

Members Art Barber and Tony James called 
for a PTO or similar parent review of textbooks, in 
the future, before books become part of pilot pro- 
grams. “The parents are the ones in the night time 
(who help their kids with math work) — they’re 
our first line of defense,” said Barber. 

The Connected Math Project approved by the 
School Committee offers advanced students the 
chance to learn at their own pace while working 
with students with lower math skills, said admin- 
istrators. But parents were concerned they were 
not given enough notice that the advanced classes 
were going to be cut, said parent Peggy Kruse. 

Kruse and others attended a School Committee 
meeting in June calling for a more open discus- 
sion of the decision to change curriculums. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach said the old math 
program was not living up to standards. “There’s 
a dip in middle-school (MCAS) scores,” she said. 
“The program has been less than rigorous.”

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Math curriculum adviser Donna Papalardo said 
that Connected Math will cover more topics so 
that students will begin high school with more 
knowledge. She said she is already looking into 
the possibility of providing BC Calculus at night 
for some high school students, and said more stu- 
dents could get to that level in the future. 

The School Committee voted to spend a total 
of $107,485 on the new textbooks. 

Barber said after the meeting that he supports 
bringing parents and even students into the 
process. “Any time you can involve parents is 
good,” said Barber 

Kruse said afterwards that the curriculum deci- 
sions were being made years in advance of public 
discussion. But she also said teachers and admin- 
istrators “are good people trying to do their best.” 

Kruse said she understood the need to “sell” 
the programs to parents, but hoped for a more 
open discussion in the future. “They need to share 
the pros and the cons early on,” said Kruse.

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Merrimack’s 
Santagati fights for 
AmeriCorps funds 


Joined 190 college presidents in letter

Richard Santagati, the pres- 
ident of Merrimack College, is 
one of the 190 college univer- 
sity presidents and chancellors 
who signed a letter to Presi- 
dent George W. Bush and 
members of Congress implor- 
ing them to support emer- 
gency funding for Ameri- 
Corps. 

AmeriCorps, a government 
program, supports national 
service programs that address 
people’s needs in the areas of 
education, public safety, 
health and the environment. 
Santagati says students 
involved in community ser- 
vice are dependent on such 
resources to repay their stu- 
dent loans. 

“At Merrimack alone, we 
have 35 of 40 percent of our 
students involved in commu- 
nity service. It is part of the 
educational experience out- 
side of the classroom. With 
these types of cuts, we could- 
n't support the ongoing pro- 
gram,” said Santagati. 

“The needy, as well as the 
communities at risk are depen- 
dent on these programs. To 


pull the rug out from under 
them would be devastating,” 
Santagati said. 

In the letter, the presidents 
and chancellors call for $200 
million in emergency supple- 
mental funds for AmeriCorps. 
Since the mailing of the letter, 
the Senate has approved $100 
million to be included in the 


supplemental funds request, 
and now the House must pass 
this before it can be signed by 
President Bush. Santagati is 
hopeful Bush will sign, even 
though the economy is tight. 
“I think there will be addition- 
al funding,” he said. 

Last year AmeriCorps 
approved more positions than 
it could fund, said Sandy 
Scott, a spokesman for Ameri- 
Corps. He said the situation 
has since been fixed and that 
AmeriCorps is operating with 
as many members as it can. If 
more money became avail- 
able, AmeriCorps would 
expand.

The Fulbright award will assist Li in his research on Chinese | 

relations with Latin America and its implication on Taiwan and the 
United States. Recipients of Fulbright Scholar awards are selected | 
on the basis of academic or professional achievement and because 
they have demonstrated extraordinary potential in their fields. 

Li’s research project will analyze China’s growing influence in 

Latin America and the Caribbean and its implications for the Unit- | 
ed States and Taiwan. Based on field research in Taiwan, Li will 
examine goals, strategies, and prospects of Beijing’s quest in the | 


region. 


A political science professor for the past nine years at Merri- | 
mack College, Li has followed China’s relationship with Latin |

Economic Relations (Praeger 1991) was an interdisciplinary study | 
of Chinese relations with Latin America from the 1950s to 1980s. 

“Latin America is of vital importance for Taiwan. The countries | 
with formal diplomatic ties to Taiwan dwindled to 27 as of today, 
and 14 of these 27 states are in Central America and the | 
Caribbean. Taipei and Beijing are now waging a desperate and | 
costly competition in that region. Latin America contains products 
for the Taiwanese consumers and markets for Taiwan producers,” 


said Li. 


His research on Chinese foreign policy has been ongoing for 


many years. His articles have been published in the journal Prob- | 
lems of Post-Communism, and one of his book chapters on “China | 
and Latin America in a Changing World” appeared in Interpreting |
